It is not believed that congressional action 
will be required to put this new policy into 
effect. In fact, the administration would 
probably prefer to do it itself, because it would 
thus retain the power to resume the controls 
at some future date if it seemed advisable. 


It is pointed out by those who advocate the 
lifting of cotton controls that it would be poor 
policy to try. to make southern farmers grow 
crops sought primarily for their oil content, 
when they are so much better able to grow 
cotton which itself, through cotton seed, is a 
heavy oil source.

In test fields, planted by 74 adult Georgia 
farmers and 4-H Club boys, an average yield 
of five and a half tons of sweet potatoes per 
acre was produced.

Any number of new war boards and agen- 
cies have been set up in Washington. Lit- 
erally thousands of important executive posts 
have been filled. It has been necessary to 
delegate broad grants of executive authority 
to the administrative heads of thes@ new agen- 
cies. The operations of the federal govern- 
ment have been expanded, as a result.of the 
war, from a normal peacetime expenditure of 
seven or eight billion dollars to a point now 
where it represents a hundred billion dollar 
machine. 

The first major appointments Mr. Roosevelt 
made in anticipation of putting the nation on a war footing were 
in the summer of 1940. It was then that he brought Secretary of 
War Stimson and Secretary of the Navy Knox, two outstanding 
Republicans, into the cabinet. 

Both men had the highest qualifications for their jobs. In Mr. 
Stimson’s case, he had been a former secretary of state under 


the Hoover administration and a former secretary of war under. 


the administration of Theodore Roosevelt. 


REPUBLICAN NOMINEE Mr. Knox, a man with an envi- 


able war record, had been the 
Republican vice presidential nominee in 1936 and was the pub- 
lisher of one of the nation’s largest newspapers, the Chicago Daily 
News. 

These two appointments were made with the primary view 
of attaining a greater measure of national unity in the face of the 
war crisis which many saw ahead. It was in a similar vein that 
the President insisted on the nomination of Vice President, Wal- 
lace, a former Republican, as his running mate in 1940. 

Later when Charles Evans Hughes retired as chief justice of 
the supreme court, Mr.. Roosevelt gave the appointment to an- 
other Republican, the present Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone. 


SET THE TEMPO While none of these appointments falls 

. within the category of bureaucrats, against 
which congress is so bitterly complaining, they did set the tempo 
and provide the yardstick for the policy that was adopted in fill- 
ing the numerous other positions which grew out of the creation 
of so many new war agencies. 

With a very few exceptions, Mr. Roosevelt seems to have di- 
vorced himself entirely of all of the usual political considerations 
in filling the many important jobs at his disposal. 

Certainly there were no political considerations involved in the 
appointment of William Jeffers as rubber czar; of .Donald Nelson 
and Charles E. Wilson, former head of, General Electric, as chair- 
man and vice chairman of WPB; of William Knudsen, former head 
of General Motors, as the army’s production man; of E. R. Stet- 
tinius Jr., former head of U. S. Steel, as lease-lend administrator; 
of Dr. J. B. Conant, president of Harvard University, as head of 
the scientific research board, or of Nelson Rockefeller, as co-ordi- 


nator of inter-American affairs. 


LENGTHY LIST The list, which also includes the undersec- 

retaries of ‘war and navy who were per- 
sonally selected by Messrs. Stimson and Knox, could be extended 
indefinitely. 

These are among the most important of the bureaus and agen- 
cies functioning in connection with the war effort. It is doubtful 
if any of the heads of the offices here named supported Mr. Roose- 
velt in the last election. Most of them were his open critics. 

As regards the Nelson War Production Board,,which is the 
great over-all agency in directing our war and civilian economy, 
an effort was made in its organization to bring into the govern- 
ment the brains of the nation’s industrial and executive leader- 
ship. They were brought in irrespective of party or past political 
affiliation. Estimates have been made that.at least 80 per cent 
of them supported Willkie in the last campaign. 


NO INTERFERENCE Mr. Roosevelt cast politics completely 
: He 


' aside in setting up thése agencies. 
has allowed the directing heads to run the'agencies in what they 
thought to be to the best interests of the country. There has been 
no White House interference. 

Among the appointments which tend to fall in the political 
category were Leon Henderson, .as the original price administra- 
tor: former Senator Prentiss Brown, Henderson's present successor; 
Paul V. McNutt, as man-power czar, and James F. Byrnes, former 
supreme court member, as economic czar. 

Among this lot Henderson was the only out-and-out New Dealer. 
But the chief complaint made against him in connection with his 
ouster was that he ignored the recommendations of party leaders 
and made whdlesale appointments of Republicans without benefit 
of senatorial ok congressional approval.

Mr. Grew denied what some pipsqueaks began to shout after the 
attack on Pearl Harbor; that we were asleep in Washington. There 
was very real irony in his gentle statement: | 

“President Roosevelt, Mr. Hull and Secretary Knox had been 
telling the people FOR A LONG TIME (capitals my own) that we 
must .prepare for Japanese aggression.

WASHINGTON, Sunday.—Friday afternoon I stopped for a few 
minutes at the warehouse of the Russian War Relief organization. 
I was much impressed by the way in which bundles come in from 
all over the country and are repacked and 
shipped out. They have been fortunate, they 
tell me, for the loss in shipments has been 
very slight. Since March is Red Cross month, 
they are not making appeals for money, but 
they are still shipping goods. 1 was happy to 
see sO many medical supplies, as well as clothes, 
ready to go across. 

Yesterday morning I visited the new Naval 
hospital at St. Albans, Long Island. There are 
so many wards that it was impossible to cover 
them all, but I hope I visited those which had 
casualties back from overseas. One boy had 
been in Edinburgh when we were there.. An- 7 aa i ip 
other one belongs to the first raider battalion of the Seastnes. and 
knew some of the boys who were in the Makin raid with our son. 

Many of the boys are back from Casablanca and other North 
African ports, and so we had plenty to talk about. I only wish that 
I could have sat down with them and really heard the stories which 
they are so shy about telling. But there is only a minute or two 
with each boy as you go through the wards. 

I was a little late for lunch at my apartment, but found my three 
youthful guests, ali under ten, awaiting me with their mothers. They 
were warm in their welcome and from then on my day was pure 
enjoyment. We had a pleasant lunch, during which we competed 
with each other on nursery rhymes and quiz questions, which lI 
found that morning in a magazine during my trip to the hospital. 

The youngest of my guests went home after lunch, and then 
the rest of us went to see “Saludos Amigos.” This is really de- 
lightfully done with color and charm in every picture. I think it 
ought to please even artistic and fastidious South and Oentral 
Americans. There was enough of the usual Disney humor to keep 
us all amused. We ended the afternoon by stopping for an ice 
cream soda, which I remember in my childhood was the proper 
way to end any Saturday afternoon’s entertainment. 

In the evening I went with a few friends to see “Janie,” a 
light and amusing comedy, well acted by a charming young actress, 
Miss Gwen Anderson. The play treats with no very serious sub- 
jects, and unlike “The Patriots,” which we saw Thursday evening, 
teaches no great lesson.

At present it seems to be the 
fashion for medical authorities to 
believe that digitalis is “indicat- 
ed,” as doctors say, in congestive 
heart failure (loss of compensa- 
tion, dilated. heart) and in disor- 
ders of heart rhythm such as au- 
ricular fibrillation, auricular flut- 
ter, paroxysmal tachycardia; and 
that it is “contraindicated,” and 
may be dangerous, in angina pec- 


toris and other heart conditions in 
which the coronary arteries are in- 
volved. 

Contrary to the popular belief, 
which is shared-by ‘some physi- 
cians, digitalis, even injected hypo- 
dermically or into a vein, is not | 
a stimulant in an emergency—it | 
requires long hours for a dose of | 
digitalis, however administered, to | 


-produce any effect on the action | 


of the heart. Once digitalis aoes 
begin to produce an effect on the 
heart, for instance slowing of the 
rate of heartbeat, the effect of that 
one dose continues for several 
days. So that, if digitalis is pro- 
ducing any effect in any case it 
is seldom necessary or justifiable | 
to repeat the dose oftener than 
once a day, perhaps two or three 
times a week would be nearer 
right. That is, if you are sincere 
about it, and not just using digi- 
talis as a placebo. 

One physician sniffily writes the 
editor of a publication, not me, to 
say that my teaching about digi- 
talis would do great harm and that 
no physician of standing would 
approve of my statement. 

Another physician wrote me to 
say that his 30 years of experience 
leads him to conclude that digi- 
talis is of no value and that rest 
o. the heart really does what digi- 
talis purports to do. He added 
that he is delighted to find a man 
with the courage to say so in print 
—in view of the historical attitude 
of the profession in respect to such 
departures from established fash- 
ion or custom.

Ben Goltsman Baseball could use a lot less 
owners of the Texas League brand and a great deal more 
like Ben Goltsman, who is out of baseball temporarily but 
through no fault of his own. 

Goltsman tried as hard to keep baseball going as the 
majority group in the Texas League fought to have it 
stopped. 
(They say now that President Alvin Gardner, in 
attempting to stop all baseball, has a sly scheme in 
mind. If all baseball were suspended, then the terri- 
tories would be frozen until after the war., In quit- 
ting, Gardner wants his clients’ investments pro- 
tected. And a fat chance he has of seeing it happen.) 
But we were talking about a baseball man, not Alvin 


Gardner. ono 
Ben Goltsman merited an accolade in the editorial col- 


umns of The Sporting News, current issue. Editor Taylor 
Spink wrote: 

“If the game ever gets around to awarding medals of its 
own for courage under fire, a gold one with diamonds should 
be struck for Ben Goltsman, owner of the Montgomery Rebels, 
who functioned in the Southeastern League before that cir- 
cuit decided to disband: Ben deemed it a duty, both to his 
community and to the game, to see that Montgomery would 
be represented in O. B. in 1943. He tried to induce fellow 
owners in the Southeastern to operate. When they decided 
against continuing, he sought to place Montgomery in the 
Sally loop. After the Sally suspended, he came knocking at 
the door of the Southern Association, but it remained intact 
and there was no vacanty open. 

“Furthermore, Goltsman backed up his perseverance with 
more than promises. He bought 31 players from Meridian 
in the same league to bring up to 45 the number under his 
control, and he was prepared to put a full squad on the field. 
Ben refused to join in the general complaint about a shortage 
of man power. Instead, he went out and found the talent 
and is ready and willing to operate, if he can find a league 
with which to affiliate. 

“Goltsman went as far as he could go. Despite his courage 
and perseverance, he couldn’t win out alone. If there were 
more of his kind, the game still might overcome many of the 
handicaps it faces. The sport needs plenty of his type, not 
only now, but when it resumes full-time operation. We hope 
Ben is around then. In the meantime, he deserves any ac- 
colades baseball may be passing out.” 

Ben Goltsman attended the winter minor league meet- 


ing in Chicago. He was looking for a franchise in the 
Southern League then. But no vacancies exist, and for the 
time being this live wire of the game must remain inactive.
